there happened to be enough salt fish,
but the buyers in the Provinces held
it for a rise in the market. Some of
it was disposed of at a very high price,
but some men held for still higher
prices. They were nipped in the

{ spring when the drop came and had
{to sell at a loss.

Because of the danger of holding en
too long, it is thought there will be
few dealers try to hold back the gup-
ply this year. Those in the Provinces
keep feeding the salt
i fish into the market so there will be
a constant supply.

In Portland alone there has been

‘more fish pickled than for a number

Of summers. The hake has beén par-
ticularly plentiful and the supply has
been steady. Cod have also been .in
good supply go that many of these
have been salted.

" But the pollock have heen decidedly
off this season. Last year the black-
gacked fish were so numerous that
there was teally little market ifor
them. This vear, however, except for
a very short time in the spring, the
fish hardly appeared, As a resulf salt
pollock will be at a premium unless
the fish put in an appearance in the
fall.. The other = varieties of figh,
however, will be more than enough to
make up for the deficiency in ‘Lhis
